NB—Night Bloomer. Flowers open at night. NB 
9 pm. means flowers open at 9 pm. 


SECOND: Those used in the description: 
YT—Yellow throat. 
GT—Green throat. 


YGT—Chartreuse or yellow-green throat. 


LAST: Those used at end of description: 
Number of buds—10 buds, 20 buds, etc., indicates 
the number of flowers that will be produced on 
each bloom stalk during its blooming period.* 


24”, 30”, etc.—This last figure is the height in 
inches of the bloom stalk. 


EVERGREEN: Evergreen foliage all winter in the 
far South. All others may be considered dormant 
or semi-evergreen and completely hardy. The Dr. 
Branch daylilies originate in Piper City, [llinois, 
90 miles from Chicago which insures their hardi- 
ness. 


*Number of buds ranges from 8 to as high as 
100. A variety with a low number of buds, say 
8 to 15, will have a short 2 weeks blooming 
period and all flowers will be produced on branches 
only at the top of the bloom scape. As the num- 
ber of buds increases, the blooming period length- 
ens up to 5 or 6 weeks and the bloom stems have 
branches on the sides as well as the top. 35 
buds is high and over 40 unusually high. In gen- 
eral a high number of buds is preferable, but those 
with the low number have a way of compensating 
with a more generous number of blooming stalks.

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HARDINESS LINE: On a U. S. map draw a 
line from the Northwest tip of the State of Okla- 
homa to Cleveland, Ohio and from Cleveland to 
Boston, Mass. Some varieties, usually with ever- 
green foliage, suffer injury and sometimes winter 
kill North of this line. 


EVERGREEN refers to the foliage of varieties 
that remain evergreen throughout the winter in 
the far South. This class is less hardy North. North 
of the “Hardiness Line’’ they require good drain- 
age and winter mulching. 


EVERGREEN VARIETIES: Summer trans- 


planting or purchasing is recommended in locali- 
ties North of the “Hardiness Line.” 


FIRST YEAR RESULTS: Early blooming 
varieties planted in Spring may fail to bloom until 
the following Spring. Do not judge any variety 
the first year as the performance with respect to 
flower size, color, plant height and branching are 
all below par. 


PLANT DAYLILES with junction point of 
roots and foliage 1 to 1% inches below soil level. 
If needed, prepare the soil by mixingin a shovel of 
rotted manure or compost. Spread the roots and 
allow soil to sift in between the roots. Water in 
with a solution of 1 teaspoon Hyponex to a gallon 
of water. Afterwards keep watered until plant 
growth starts. Space plants at least 2 feet apart 
to allow sufficient room for the established clump. 
Location should provivde at least 1 or 2 hours of 
sun each day. Morning sun and afternoon shade 
is ideal. Do not plant in a swamp or poorly 
drained area. 


MULCHING: A first winter mulch is desirable. 
The purpose is to protect the crown and the top 
soil a few inches around it from winter and early 
Spring thawing. Do not use soggy material. A 
nest of excelsior is good.
